In Carribean Maneuvers 

; Bernard Joseph Loonam, airman, 
USN, 500 South Main st., recently 
participated in the Joint Army, Navy 
and Air Force realistic war exercises, 
called Portrex, ln the Carribean 
area and included a mock assult 
and seizure of the Island of Vieques. 

He is a member of Patrol Squad¬ 
ron 7, whose primary task was the 
detection, tracking and destruction 
of enemy submarines. They oper¬ 
ated. from the Air Force Base, 
Ramey Field, Puerto Rico. 

Squadron 7 was one of four that 
flew P2V* Neptunes, the Navy's 
latest patrol bombers, which hold 
the world record for a non-stop, 
non-refuled flight from Perth, Aus¬ 
tralia, to Columbus, Ohio. 

The purpose of Portrex, or Puerto 
Rican . Exercises, largest peacetime 
maneuvers ever to be held ln this 
hemisphere, afforded combat ex¬ 
perience for nearly 80,000 men of 
the armed forces and provided a 
test for new techniques and weap¬ 
ons of assult "and defense.

L,I. Farmers Adopt • 
Resolution Lauding 
Subsidiary Concern 

New York farm, .business and.gov¬ 
ernment groups believe that dlssolii- 
tipn of the Great Atlantic & Pacific 
Tea Co. as; proposed by the anti¬ 
trust lawyers would seriously affect 
the Empire State’s economy. 

The current, anti-trust suit 
against the! 90-year-old food chain 
which pioneered in mass distribu¬ 
tion is apposed by. New York groups 
in resolutions, and other official 
stands similar to those adopted by 
organizations speaking for millions 
of other Americans. 

Among Nev^York. resolutions and 
other actions.Were those of the Long 
Island Farmers’ Institute, Inc., On¬ 
tario Growers Exchange, Inc., Co¬ 
operative Grange Federation, Inc., 
New York State Horticultural So¬ 
ciety, Village of Brockport mayor 
and trustees, Oakfield and Elba 
Growers, Inc., Empire State Potato 
Club, Long Island Cauliflower Asso¬ 
ciation, Genesee-Orleans Vegetable 
Growlers Co-operative Association, 
Inc., and Westchester County Fed¬ 
eration of Women’s Clubs, Inc. 

A supplier of the teeming New 
York market, .the Long Island. 
Farmers’ Institute, Inc., wrote the 
success of farmers from that area 
“is largely dependent on the Atlan¬ 
tic Commission Company (A & P’s 
produce-buying affiliate) which is 
the largest individual buyer of our 
potatoes, cauliflower, lima beans, 
brussel sprouts and other vegetables. 

“We believe,” the Institute said, 
“that anything-that might happen 
to eliminate the Atlantic Commis¬ 
sion , Company’s great, buying . and. 
wide distribution of our-farm pro- 
duots would be disastrous to the 
welfare of the Long Island farmers 
and the consumer Rublic also.” 

Similar resolutions have been 
adopted by organizations voicing the 
belief of ali segments of the econ¬ 
omy. Other groups, including chain 
store and independent competitors 
of A & P, have written letters of 
protest to President Truman, Attor¬ 
ney General J. Howard McGrath 
and members of Congress. Still 
others have purchased advertising 
space to express their opposition to 
the suit. 

Opposing the anti-trust lawyers’ 
attack on the company which pio¬ 
neered modem mass distribution 
are grerups ranging in size from 
small bands of fanners and suppli¬ 
ers in isolated areas to big organiza¬ 
tions, representing such nation-wide 
enterprises as the trucking and 
poultry industries. 

Official support of A & .P has 
come from such diverse groups as 
business, economic and trade coun¬ 
cils, labor unions; farm bureaus, 
chambers of commerce, poultry 
raisers, fishermen, dairymen, can- 
ners, produce growers, local govern¬ 
ment bodies, cooperatives, fruit 
growers, state. press associations, 
packers, charitable societies, horti- 
culturalists, suppliers, processors, 
social and fraternal clubs, egg pro¬ 
ducers, distributors, truckers, and 

consumers.
